What is claimed to have been the heaviest storm of the 
past ten years passed over this district the last three days 
It commenced on Thursday evening. about 
8 o'clock, and raged without intermission til] Saturday eve- 
ning about the same hour. 
and snow was a strong wind, which averaged on 
day fifty-five miles per hour, and this piled the snow 
by buildings and crossroads into drifts eight or nine feet

hard on the cattle, most of which had just been Jet loose

total beef cattle on the range.

While the storm has done so 
much damage to cattle, it has its 
beneficial side, and the heavy 
precipitation will do a great deal 
to assure the growing crop. Be- 
fore the snow started half an inch 
of rain had fallen, and the total 
fall would percolate a long way 
into thesoil, While the earlier 
snow and rainfall earlier in the 
season had saturated the soil to a 
depth of eighteen inches, yet be- 
low that the exceptional drought 
,Of last season nad left the soil 
Cry. It is strange that while the 
storm was so heavy here on Fri- 
|day, east of Bassano, the day was 
|sunny and bright 

Sunday, the weather quieted, 
though there were occasional 
flurries of snow, and stockmen 
were busy getting the cattle that 
had survived’ back to safety, and 
resuscitating those which were 
|not beyond hope. On Monday 
jit looked in the morning hours 
as if there was to be a return 
of the storm, as the wind was 
high and several inches of snow 
fall, but towards midday it cleared 
and the weather looks setued 
now 


Some stockmen h>ve lost very 
heavily, while others have suf- 
fered very little loss, depending 
largely where the cattle were at 
\the time and the facilities for 
shelter, but it will be impossible 
|to arrive at the total doss for sev- 
jeral days, asthe roads are very 
‘heavy, and communication is 
difficult.
